A ction of Council in Introducing M easure 


N o t to A ffe c t Association Initiative Plan 
First reading by city council 
last week oí an ordinance es­ 
tablishing civil service for city 
employes will not halt Palm 
Springs Police association plans 
to introduce 
their own bill, 
Robert White, president of the 
association said. 
The initiative petition which 
now bears almost 600 names 
will be presented to council as 
originally planned, he declared. 
The measure before city coun­ 
cil and the measure contained 
in the association’s petition, dif­ 
fer in several points and the 
association will continue to 
campaign for their own bill. 
IN COUNCIL'S proposal, the 
w.„ program does not include de- 
irnot Fanment heads which the po­ 
lice bill does. It provides that 
the civil service commission be

The city 
proposal provides that the com­ 
mission make recommendations 
to council for final decision;
